Ortugal is a part of 
Spam , lying upon 
the furtheft borders 
of the Ocean. Itbor- 


dereth upon the EaSl with 
the Kingdome of Caftile, upon 
the Weft, with the great Ocean, 
upon the JS(orth with GaUeein ., 
and towards the South with the 
i^tUnthk, Sea, and i ^inddu- 
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zia. It contains in circuit % 5 o. v ! 
miles, whereof 400. run along j 
the tea fhoahthereft ismainland j 
which maketh it in form long 
and narrow. It hath in it 18. Ci¬ 
ties, with many great villages |. 
& Cattles, in number aboue 470 
Three of thefe Cities have Arch - * 
bifhopricks , Braga, Lis bone tif JEW- 
>4, whereof the firft is Lord both 
fpifcitual and temporal 5 nine v 
have their Bifliopricks,Cp/7/w^4, 
Lam ego, Vifco , Porto, Miranda , j, 
fortalegre, Guar da, Leira , and 
Llvas j the other five remain 
without dignity, and thofe ate 
BfaganZa, Tavila, Lagos , Faro, 
and Stives. Thefe laft four be 
in the Kingdomeof i^Algarves, 
whereof one Bilhop hath the 4 
title. It is watered with many 
Rivers, of which, two are moft 

famous 
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famous * Taio and Duero •: the 
firft ruririfcthb^ th^walls of Lts- 
hone, and &fi*or feVfch miles Di- 
ftance payfeth his tribute to the 
Ocean, the other by the City of 
Porto doth the fame. From their 
mOutheSuiitdfhfc City there are 
no Rivers, bUt as it were armes 
and bofbmes-of the?

A great pjart of this realm 
was/ometimes? united to the 
Crown of Gaftile but in the 
year 1099. x^ilphonfus the fixth 
King of v Cdftile gave that p art ^ 
WhichJyethlSlorthWardin mar¬ 
riage With Thera fa. hisDaughter 
io Henry, olf Lovaine Nephew 
tot he Earl of Burgundy, born at 
Becanjon , who coming out of 
France with * Count Raymond o( 
Tholouzt his Unde , .who was 
after Earl of Gallecia, went to the 
warres, which the Cafiiluns 
made againft the CMoors which 
poffefled Spain. Portugal was 
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then obfcure, poor and reftrain- 
ed within (freight limits. This 
Henry govern’d it by the title of 
Earlforthe fpaceof 12. yearcs. 

After him Alphonfo Henry (on 
and Heir both to the fortunes 
and virtues of this firft Earl , 
did greatly augment it by his 
valiant Exploits , taking many 
places from the Moors hy fine 
force , againft whom having 
won a great victory in a pitched 
field, 1139. viz,.-. When made 
General of the Portugal Army, 
heencountred five Mahumetan 
Kings , commanding an Army 
of four : hundred •thoufand 
Moores \ which Legion of Lo- 
cufts were put to flight by his 
courage and conduct, and be¬ 
came the firft Trophies of this 
valiant Worthy. And thereupon

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he was then proclaimed King by v 
his fouldiers in a place called 
Campod’ Ourique where the 
battle was fought. Which faid 
<title was with great honour fet- 
led upon him by the Soveraigns 
of Cafltle and Leon for his gallant 
Demeanour fliown in that Bat- 
• tel,and Ihortly after was likewife * 
confirmed with great applaufe 
by ^Alexander the fourth for a - 
fmall tribute, (he had governed 
before the affumpdon oi this 
Title twenty fevenyeares as Earl 
of Portugal. And after fo glori¬ 
ous achievements following 
thefe glorious fucceffes, he won 
& added to his Kingdome \yirtm 
and though not without ^ 

the Ioffe of the belt of his Soldi, 
ers. Now after all this that he 
might evidence himfelf, Tam

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Artibus quern Armis y ex utrifque 
Caftrem , out of an infinite lo ve 
to his Country, which he ear- 
neftly defired to keep free from 
the vaffalage of other Nations, 
and to perpetuate the Royal 
Line of the Native Portuguefes , 
convented that memorable At 
fembly of: the three Eftates of 
Portugal inth^e City of Lame go, 
where wer^enafM man y Laws, 
which they juftly account their 
Fundamentals, as unalterable as 
th'ofe of the nMedes and Per* 
fans, made Sacred by the obfer- 
vationof them both by Prince 
and People, to the holy tye of 
which they all oblig’d their Faith} 
thefe lawes are the,* ground on 
which,and from whence may be 
ratified and eafily juftified the 
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undoubted Title of the now ^ 
Ring of Portugal. 

Firft, it was ena&ed, that his 
Son,and Grand-ion. and fo for¬ 
ward, fhould reign after him in 
fecula feculor umy But if the King 
have only Daughters, theEldeft 
fhould be Queen after her Fa- 
ther ,upon condition fhe be mar* 
tied to a Native of Porug^l, and 
that he be a Nobleman, who -* 
fhall not take upon - him the 
name of a Ring>unril he hatha 
Son born,nor wear a Crown on 
his Head,nor takethcright hand 
of his Wife. 

But that which ; here is to be 
infifted on, is the laft claufe 
which- is faithfully tranfetibed

' Let it be a Law for ever, that 
the King's eldeft Daughter mar¬ 
ry a Native of Portugal , thatfo 
the Crown may never defeend 
to ftrafngers; and in cafe fhe 
fhdiild marry a Prince that is a 
ftranger, let her not be Queen, 
for we will never have our King- 
. dome go out of the Race of the 
Portugals\ who have made us 
King’s by their own Valour, 
without forteign afliftance, by 

their 
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their own valour, and with the v 
effuiion of their own bloud. 

ThiilaTP Tm put in execution 
after the death of Ferdinando,*/^ 
ninth King of that Race ; for 
Donna Beatrice his Daughter , 
being married to aforraign rrince. 
Teas excluded, and King Iohn the 
Firft though illegitimate 'tons ad¬ 
vanced to the Throne. 

This valiant Prince in his old 
age (His fon Sanches having the 
year before been vanquiflied and 
taken prifoner) by his accuftof 
med valour won a pitchtbat- 
taile where a double number of 
the Enemies were vanquilhed , 
He founded in his life time many 
Monafteries and richly endow¬ 
ed them. And at laft being an 
honour to his friends and a ter- 

rour 
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rourto his Enemies he died the 
9th of December 1185 .He ruled 
as Earl and King feventy two 
years; a longer time of Empire 
then hath been enjoyed by any 
Prince fince the firft beginning 
of the Roman Conquefts. 

His lucceffor Alphonfo the 
third King of Portugal, who was 
Brother to Sanches the Second, 
both Sonnes of Alphonfo thefe- 
cond, Son of Sanches the firft, 
Son of the aforefaid Kyilphonjo 
Henry,did no lelie augment it by 
another meanes. For having be¬ 
fore his comming to the Crown 
married with CMatilda Counters 
of Bouloigne in Picardie , being 
now in poflefiion of the Realm, 
put her away and took to Wife 
Beatrice Daughter to o Alphonfo 
the tenth King of CaJHle , fir- 

named 
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named the Wife to have in ^ 
Dowry with her the Kingdome 
q£ t^Algarves. So as their li¬ 
mits being extended as they be at 
this prefent,they began after they 
had fubdued the kMoots , to war ; 
with the Kings of Cajltle\ fince 
which time they did n ot remain 
idle,but under Iohn the Firft, at 
theperfwafionof Henry his Son 
they wonne much honour in ' ! 
Mauritania, Tingitana , where 
they became' matters of Ceuta, 

Tanger, and t^Arztla : By reafon : 
of thefe events they extend their 
hopes yet farther,fo as the Iflands 
of Madera , not far diftant, and 
th thermos lying from Lisbone 

$50. miles, in the40. degree of \ 

Latitude, were by them difcove- 
red, and peopled. 

And not yet content, they be¬ 


gan. 
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gan to coaft x^ifrick running a* 
along for many years, until that 
coming to the other Hemi¬ 
sphere, they difeovered all %thi* 
opia. And although 'Miphonfo 
the Fiftrenewed the war againft 
the Spaniard , yet did they not 
discontinue their navigation ; 
but in the end having made 
peace with the Catholick King 
Ferdinand , 1419.they had more 
leafure to think of their new 
conqueft. By thefe meanes the 
Realm was much ftrengthned, 
both with people and wealth 
but much more encreafed when 
as Ferdinand and lfabeil King and 
Queen of Cajiile , expelled the 
lens out of their Dominions, 
being then there in great num¬ 
bers : now they agreed with iohn 
the fecond Succeffour to Al* 

fihonfo 
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phonfo the fifth, paying eight ^ 
Dueatsforevery perfon to enter 
into his country,upon condition 
to depart at a certain time prefix- 1 
ed, and that the King fhould ap¬ 
point them (hipping to tranfport 
them. And upon thefe conditi- 
pns there ontred about 20000. 
Families} but the time of their \ 
departure being expired , many ' ; 
remained flaves, others unwiL.* 
ling to depart or lofe their goods, ; 
were baptifed j So as under the 
name of new Chriftians', the j 
greateft part remained in Por¬ 
tugal unknown. And being un- 
diftinguifhed, and allied for mo¬ 
ney , with fome Noble men of 
the Country, they laboured to 
be admitted forCitizens. Since 
in the Reign of Emanuel the 14, 
King, they continued their Na- j 

vigation ! 
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vigation with great fervency.His 
predeceffors having many years 
coafted along Africk , they built 
a Fort at Argm, took the lflands 
of Hefperides , which now are 
called Cape vert , fortified the 
Caftleof S. <j*orge in Ethiopia, 
which they call Mina : difco- 
vered the Princeslfland,and that 
-of S. Thomas , which lyeth per¬ 
pendicularly under the Equino¬ 
ctial.

Af¬ 
ter which King Philip wrought 
over King Henry to his devoti¬ 
on, by the meanesof his Con- 
felfor j corrupted the Nobi¬ 
lity with rewards, and promifes, 
bytheminiftery of the Duke of 
Ojfuna> and Chrijlopher de AJo- 
r*his Ambafladours; and trans¬ 
ported many thoufands of old 
fouldiers out of Italy, Germany , 
and Flanders into Spain , 1580. 
to be ready for all occafions a- 
gainft Portugal ; which in the 
year following he had occafion 
to employ .• for King Henry dy¬ 
ing , and the government of the 

Realm 
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Realm by the appointment of j ^ 
the Eftates and the King in his ; 
life time,being fetled in the hands • 
of five Govetnours; three of , 
them were corrupted by the 
Spaniards which the Eftates mif- 
trufting devolved ; they them- 
fclves being lik.ewife devided, 
the greateft part of the Nobility, 
with the whole Clergy being 
for the Catholick King* but the U 
people were violent for \*Antho- 
/^iyetthe Governours feemed \ 
to prepare for war; under which ’ 
pretence they difpatchedall gen¬ 
tlemen of fort which were • 
of the popular faftion,asitwer.e 
unto feveral charges, whoacce- 
ptedofthem,thinkingitproceed- j 
edfromtruft, when their intent [ 
was to be rid of thofe, who be¬ 
ing prefent hindred thir relolu*' 

tions 5 
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tions 5 and yet being abfent,could 
do no good, becaufe they could 
do nothing but by comifiion j 
yea the Spanifh piftolets, and 
hope to rife (although by treach¬ 
ery ) prevailed fo far / as that 
Lelois Cafar , chief Purveyour, 
fometimes with one let, fome- 
times with another, exprefly 
hindered the whole current of 
Affairs. King Philip the Second 
being aflifted with thefe Parti- 
fans, though he could not pre¬ 
tend fo far as the Duke of Parma, 
as being defended from a 
daughterwhofe brother’s Heirs 
muft in all reafon be preferred 
before hers’: nor as the Duke of 
Bragance, yet to acquire a King- 
dome which might joyn the 
whole Continent of Spain to¬ 
gether in one hand, for the dis¬ 
inheriting 
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headineffe, and unskilfulneffe of * 
his enemies: fo that he foon con¬ 
quered the whole Kingdome of | 
Cdlgarves, notwithftandingfhe ' 
Pdpe,('thinking it not conveni¬ 
ent in reafon of State , that the 
CatholickKing, wbofe power 
already was fo formidable in //<*- 
/y,fhouldgrow more potent by 
the addition of a new Kingdom, 
had fent his Legate to exhort \ 
him to defift from Armes, offer- ( 
ing himfdf a judge to decide the j 
rights of the Precendants : but ; 
the Spaniard being loath to put \ 
that to compromife,whereof he j 
was already affured, deceived 
him with delayes fo long, untill 
the Victory was eVen in his 
hands. So that the feares of lAv- 
*£{wyencreafedas his hopes de¬ 
cayed: the Duke of Bragance,znd 
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inheriting of all right, caufed his 
Martial favourite the Duke of 
K^ilva, who was General of the 
Army to take the field ; who 
entred the frontiers, and feized 
upon divers Towns by accord, 
which the populars hearing of, 
which were with ^Anthony at 
St. Arem, proclaimed him King 
that fo they might have a head 
to their confufed body. After 
which K^tnthony repaired to Lis - 
bene* and there was fworn,fent 
the Count of Vimiofo to Sew - 
W,whence he expelled the Go- 
vernours,who there had intend¬ 
ed to admit the Spanijh Gallies, 
io that all the places about Lis - 
bone were at his devotion. But 
Alva very much prevailed , as 
well through his own good di- 
fcipline j as the inconftancy, 

headineffe, 
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the greateft part of the Nobility 
. making their peace with the ene¬ 
my to their beft advantage, no 
hope of relief remaing from 
other Countries, ( a foundation 
built upon fuccours from the e- 
nemiesillwillers, being allwaies 
unfure, fince they will not de¬ 
clare themfelves*, unlefs their 
companion beftrong:) and his 
Army which he had levied, be¬ 
ing compofed, either of unwil¬ 
ling minds or unable bodies, 
fince all were Mechanicks, Ma¬ 
riners, Slaves, or Religious per- 
Tons ,> whofe vaunts before the 
fight did more inflame , then 
their valour in fight did defend 
him, whom they had inflamed. 
Yet fuch as they were, they 
banded together under thelead- 
ing of Anthony , Alcantara ex- 

peding 
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j pe&ing^the Enemy, 15 so.w here 
T they were put to rout, chafed to 
Liibone walls, and the Suburbs 
j facked,a thoufand Portugals be- 
| ing (lain in fight, partly in their 
j trenches , and partly at the de*

tion,from whence he afterward 

failed 
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zon to annoy the Catholick 
King in Brabant, and the Queen- 
mother ( who feemed difeon- 
tented with the Spaniard, for in¬ 
terrupting the courfe of juftice 
by the violence of armes) to affift 
him with men and munition for 
the recovery of Portugal , and 
the defence of the Terceraes 
who flood out in his caufe, and 
had vanquifhed Peter deU Baides 
with the Ioffe of 400. of his men 
who had been fent thither to re¬ 
duce thofe iflands to the obe¬ 
dience of the King of Spain. 
Portugal was now peaceably en¬ 
joyed by the Catholick King , 
who had made his magnificent 
entry into Lisbone , granted a ge¬ 
neral pardon to all of Anthony’s 
faftion,excepting the Religious 
and fome few particulars, and re¬ 
ceived 
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bailed intb France , leaving Ema- 
nuelde silva Governour behind. 
After the report of this Viftory> 

. the Catholick King imagining 
his affurance of Portugal to be 
good,departed into Cafiile, leave- 
ing Cardinal Albert Arch-Diike 
of Attjlria Viceroy in his dead, 
having firft received a new oath 
to his Son Don Philip , becaufe 
JPon Diego his eldeft Son was de-,I 
ceafed. But becaufe he meant 
to make his conqueft intire, 
j[583. The year following he 
lent the Marquette of St. Croix 
with agreater Navy then before 
to the Iflands, where 1200. 
French under the leading of 
Monfieur du chattes being joyn* 
ed with thofe Portugals which 
were under Emanuel de Silva 

made a valiantrefiftance,but be¬ 
ing

.ing opprefled with fo greata 
number of Enemies, being 
10000. trained Soldiers at leaft : 
the French yielded upon com- 
potttion, and Emanuel de Silva 
was taken and beheaded. After 
which vi&ory Faiole likewife 
was reduced to obedience after 
fomefmallrefiftence, with the 
reft of thofe Iflands. 

And thus was the whole 
Kingdome of Portugal brought 
under the power of the Catho¬ 
lick King , with all the depen¬ 
dencies upon that Crown, and 
continued fo for the fpaceoffix- 
tyyeares, but was fuddenlydif- 
poflefled by a Potent Party ap¬ 
pearing for Iohn Duke of Bra- 
gance defcended from Edward 
the ybungeft Sori of Emanuel 
King of Portugal, who laid their 

plot 
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plot fo cunningly and managed, 
itfo fucceffefully in his behalf, 
That the King of Spain was 
foonerdiffeifed of the Kingdome 
of Portugal then he heard of any 
plot or praftife fee on foot againft 
him. 

Now for fuller fatisfadion 
concerning the exclufion of the 
King of Spain out of Portugal ,. 
it is neceflary to relate the parti* ’ 
culars of that Hiftory, 

There hath ever been a cer¬ 
tain Antipathy and enmity be¬ 
twixt th t Spaniards and Portu - 
g*//,as great as between th ft spa* 
niard , and French, Butfince they 
have been fubjeft to the Kings 
of «ty*/»;they have beenfo averfe 
from the Government, that the 
Parifh Pri e fts and Preachers at 
the end of their Mafs and Ser¬ 
mons 
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mons, were wont to exhort the 
people publickly to fay t wo Ave 
Maries, to the end that it would 
pleafe out Saviour & thebleffed 
Virgin to deliver them from the 
Tyranny (as they termed it; of^ 
ihzCaJHlians, expecting alwaies 
fame favourable occafion to 
make an univeefal Revolt. 

Notwithftanditig. in the year 
1636> The new. Tax called the 
Pifth part, was generally impo- 
fed, that is Pi st per Cent. upon 
all Eftates&Merchandife; which 
being judged not only very grie- 
vous,but alfo moft unjuft> gave 
occafion to all the Southern 
part oi Portugal to rife in arms, 
and had no queftion fet the 
whole Kingdome on fire, had it 
not been quencht by the great 
care of the Infanta (JHarg^reta 

T 
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of S avoy , the King’s Aunt, then 
Govetnefs. 

The Court of Spain observ¬ 
ing hereupon the Inclinations 
of that people to an univerfal re. 
*volt , refolved to ufe the beft 
meanes to Secure it.* In thefirft 
place, to allure forth the great 
Duke of Bragmce , who for 
Riches, power, number of Te¬ 
nants , affe&ionof the people, 
and kindred, was the chief No¬ 
bleman not only of Portugal^ 
of all Spain > and ( which was 
more then all ) had an undoubt- 
ed right to the Crown of Portu¬ 
gal , and therefore certainly it 
was a cruel pity in Philip the fc- 
cond, to Seize upon this /Sing- 
dome, and yet leave the pre¬ 
tender to the Crown, not only 
alive,but greater and higher then 

ever 
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ever he was: It being an infaN 
libleMaxime, That nothing can 
be fujficimt to fecure his Loyalty, 
who hath power enough to jufilfy 
dtfloyalty. To make Sure of the 
Duke, they firft offered him the 
Government of tMilan , which 
he modeftly refufed, refolving 
not to ftirre forth of Portugal . 
Hereupon the Count Olivarez > 9 
* Duke of S. Lucar , was reSolved 
to try all wayes imaginable ; to 
which the Rebellion of Catalo - 
0^'feemedtoofferafit opportu¬ 
nity for this deSignjfor the Count 
Olivarez politickly gave out 
that the King was to go in per¬ 
son againft the Catalonians ; and 
therefore that all the Nobilit^n 
the King’s Dominions were to 
appear within four Months at 
Madrid, to wait upon the King in

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this Expedition. But the Dukc| 
of Bragance well knowing the 
affe&ion of the Portugals , andf 
fufpition of the Cafltlians j to 
the end that he might take offi 
the one, and allure the other,! 
retires himfclf to his Country-; 
houfe, there to follow his Hunt-; 
ing; excufing himfelf to the* 
Count Olivarez, that his affairs at* 
prefent were info bad a conditio 
on, that he could not appear a-l 
broad with that fpiendor andf 
dignity that became a perfon ofj 
Quality} and that he was confi. j 
dent he could doe his Majefty! 
better fervice by ftaying at home 
when all the reft of the Nobility 
wtregoneforth. This anfwer / 
much augmented the former fu< / 
fpitiofis of the Count Olivarez>\ 

wherefore he refolved to make .

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ufe of the moft exquifite di'ffi- 
mulation that ever he had done 
in all his life; and becaufe it was 
a moft ticklifh affair, an extraor¬ 
dinary caution and fubtility was 
neceflary ; Firft then, the Count 
Olivarez, by Letters allures the 
Duke of Bragance he was well 
fatisfied with his reafons , and of 
his good inclination to his Ma- 
jetties fervice* Secondly, to 
make a fhew of true amity, 
feemed to be very compalfio- 
nate of what regarded the 
Dukes Intereft.

her felf, fo he might content the 
King, and e^rry on his defign. 

This blind' Paffion carryed 
him away fofar; as to endeavour 
to abolifli in Spain divers privi- 
ledges and Liberties, to the 
end he might render the King 
morcabfolute over his Subjects: 
He extorted from the Laity and 
Clergy,by the CMedi-annats , an 
invention of his own, which 
was the payment of'half'a years 
Revenues of all Offices and Be¬ 
nefices that were bellowed $ alfo 
by abafing and railing the f value 
of Coin, an intollerable grieve* 
ance to the Subject s and by ma¬ 
ny other Impofitions, raifed a- 
bove Two hundred and fixteen 
Millions of Gold.

undertaken by the Queen. 

It happened that the King 
going in perfon to his Army in

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Catalonia , the Queen was left 
Governeffeat CWadrid, where 
lhe had opportunity to make 
known her rare qualities and 
endowments; for abating the au* ; 
ftere gravity of the Spaniard) and 
mixing it with the courtefie of 
the French', (he oft vilited the 
fouldiery about Madrid, dif* 
courted with the Captains, took 
order for their pay, encouraged v 
them to ferve faithfully the King, 
caufed Juftice to be adminiftred 
with integrity , gave often au¬ 
dience to all torts, difeontented 
none in the railing of monies, 
and in all affaires behaved her 
felfwithfuch an heroick difere- 
tion, that ail men efteemed her. 
the mod deferving Queen that 
ever Spain had: the fame of her 
mcritVthat had been buried fo 

" many 
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many yeares, arrived to the 
King's ear at his return to CMa- 
drid , wherelhetook occafion 
to (peak of the Intereftof the 
Monarchy, of the lofle of King- 
domes and ruine of Armies, the 
want of money, the continual 
complaints offubjefts: and that 
the King might not imagine (he 
fpake in oppofition to the Duke, 
. lhe authorized all with the tefti- 
monies of tome of the princi¬ 
pal Minifters of State, who had 
already agreed to fccond her 
fofoonaslhe had broken the 
ice 5 amongft whom was the 
Count de Caflrillo, w ho was the 
more forward herein, not one- 
ly becaufe he was a lover of the 
fublick , butalfo becaufe he was 
brother to the MarquelsVf 
9/0 who marryed the Dqkes fi- 

Es fter. 
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fter, whereby he had / 

de Haro ( theprefent favourite; 
who was the only nephew of 
the Duke, yet difinhented by 
him to the end that he might ad. 

vance hisbaftard. 

The King confidering their 
difcourfe, began to be perfwaded 
at length that it the Duke had 
any longer the manageryof the 
State all would come to ruine;. 
hereupon every day abateing the 
fervour of his affeaions towards 1 
him, he would fomtimes re¬ 
proach the Duke, that he was ill 
informed, and fomtimes that 
he was amoft unfortunate man : 
The Duke fore-feeing his de¬ 
clination , demanded leave to 
retire himfelf from the Court; 
whereto the King anfwered 
coldly* ' my Lord, we ought 

both 
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bothofustodevife fome reme¬ 
dy for thefe misfortunes. In the 
mean time it was noifed abroad 
that the favour of the Duke was 
fo Ihaken that one fliock mote 
would down with it to the 
ground ; all men blefiing and 
commending the Queen, crying 
that the If Ms were ever for¬ 
tunate to the Monarchy of Spain, 
jfabeloi Portugal , wife of King 
John the 2 d . overthrew the info- 
lent favour of Alvarez de Luna.Sc 
difeharged her husbands King- 
dome of the tyranny of that 
favourite, ifbdla of Cajlile de- 
monftrated to Ferdinand her 
Husband , that in the King’s 
Court, the King’s favourite 
ought to be none but the Queen; 
that the Subjefts were bornone- 
ly to obey,and the King to com- 

E 4 mand 
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iqand. Laftly, that the happy re- , 
moval of this moft puiffant fa- v j 
vourite could be hoped from no j 
other hand but of ifabella de Bur- 
bon . When a Tree is falling, every 
one cries dohw Toitbit. A Lady 
that was once the King’s Nurfe, 
D.Anna de G never a, partly out of 
zeal to theKing’s fervice,& partly 
to be revenged on the Dutchefs, 
as the King was to pafs by night v 
■from his lodgings to the Queens, 
fte put her felf in the paffage, 
calling her felf at the King's feet, 
and having protefted that /he 
was not there to demand any 
grace at his Majeftie’s hands, but 
to render to the Crown of Spam 
the greateft fervice that it c.ould 
receive 5 fhe faid tharhermo- 
therly affection enforced her to 
difcover to his Majcfty, what 

perhaps 
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perhaps many others durft no. 1 
'for humanerefpe&s. The King 
giving her leave to fpeak freely* 
Hie reprefented unto him the 
general affliction of. his people, 
the calamity of his Kingdomes, 
thcabufes committed in his Re¬ 
venues, the many Ioffes on every 
fide,and the fad condition of the 
whole Monarchy of Spain*, /hew¬ 
ing him,that thefe evils were the 
judgements of God upon him, 
for fuffering the Governmeut of 
his Kingdomes which God had 
appointed for him onely, to con¬ 
tinue in the hands of another: 
that now it was high time that 
his Majefty fliould be out of his 
minority, and at leaft that he 
would have compaffion on the 
PrincehisSon, who ran an ha¬ 
zard to be fimple King, of Gaft tie, 

E 5 or 
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or leffe; concluding, that if flic 
had offended his Majefty bysher , 
liberty of fpeech, fhe was ready ! 
to receive punifhment, being 

well content, having given her . 

milk forthcgoodof herKing.to 
facrifice her bloud for the good of 
the Realmesof her Prince. The 
King having hearkned unto her 

with much attention, anfwered 
Haveis hablado verdadcs , You. 
have told me the truth. 

After this appeares upon the 
Stage (for perfecting the Cata- 
ftrophe of the Dukes Tragedy J 
the Infanta Uttar gar ha be Savoy 
Dutchefs of Savoy , late vice* 
Queen in Portugal , who had 
been fo roughly handled by 
the Duke both before and 
after her leaving Portugal , 

being fecretly come from O* 

cania 
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cania , where flie had been in a 
' manner confined , and arrived 
at Court, the Duke did his ut* 
mod to debarre her audience 
with the King, and. todiferedit 
her in thcCounfelof State. Ne- 
verthelcffe the Queen invited 
her to come to her Lodgings, 
and took Order that flie fliould 
have opportunity to fpeak with 
, the King for two houres fpace. 
Th t Infanta gave God thanks 
for her fafe deliverance out of 
the hands of the Portugals , that 
after fo great fufferings , flie 
might once more appear in the 
prefence of his Majefty, to make 
known her innocence, and the 
failings and errours of others* 
made a brief Relation of all 
things pad in Portugal , making 
it appear that fhe was innocent. 
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and that the lofle of Portugal was 
to be attributed to the carelef- 
neffe and negligence , if not to 
theintention of the Duke. The 

Queen in the mean time failed 
not to help out the Infant a in all 
her difeourfe, which left fo deep 
animpreffion in the heart of the 
King, that it may truly befaid, 

That the mortal wound was gi¬ 
ven that very day to the favour _ 
of the Duke. To difpatch him 
thefooner, it was reprefented 
to the King what littlerefpefl: 
the Grantees bare now to his 
Majefty, not waiting upon him 
as they were wont, but all re¬ 
tiring themfelves. The Xing 
asked the Marquefs of carpto 
what was the reafon hereof £ 
Who replied , That being little 
accounted off by the Duke, they 

judged 
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judged it more meet to forbear 
' the fervices they owed his 
Majefty, then to lie under the 
, fufpition of the Duke, and to 
give him occafion by their re- 
fidence at Court, to make them 
fed the effe&s of his jealoufie. 
To help forward , there hapen- 
ed a memorial accident in Se- 
\ govia , where fix men masked, 
l entring by force into the Go- 
vernour’s houfe, who imagin¬ 
ing them to be Robbers, offered 
them money, and all that he had, 
fo they would not defile his 
Wife, and defloure his Daugh¬ 
ters : One of them anfwered, 
That they were not come to 
rob him, but to ferve the King, 
and delivering a paper into his 
hands, told him, that if he would 
fave his Life, hefhould go im¬ 
mediately 
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mediately ro c JHadrid, andpre- 
fent this Writing, not to the 
Duke, but to the King himfelf, 
that it contained affaires very ie- 

cret, and of great importance to 

the State, and to the fervice of 
hisMajefty; and would not de¬ 
part till they faw him upon his 
way to tJMadrid , threatning to 
kill him if he performed not that 
whereto he was obliged as a fub- 
jeft, and as a Minifter of the 
Kings. Being arrived, he had 
audience of the King,and fo was 
fent back to his Government. It 

was judged by the circumftan- 
ces, that the contents of the 
Writing was very prejudicial to 
the Duke. 

At this time the Marquefs of 
Grand, Ambaffadour in Madrid 
for the Emperour having re¬ 
ceived

ceiveda letter from the Empe¬ 
rour to the King, that the affairs 
of the Houfe of ^Aufiria grew 
everyday worfe and worfe, fo 
that if fpeedy order were not 
taken, all would be ruined. He 
prefentf^ communicates the 
fame to the <j)ueen , together 
with his inftru&ions, that he had 
a part, of what he fhould doe 
therein, and fo had audience of 
the King; where it may well be 
imagined with what violence he 
preft the affaires againft the fa¬ 
vourite. 

To all thefe,this alfo was none 
ofthe leaft, that the Prince Don 
Balthazar Carlos , the onely Son 
of the King, was now going into 
the fourteenth year of his Age 5 
yet he continued under the tui¬ 
tion of Women, without any 

Officers 
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Offices and fervanrs given him 
after the manner of Princes; 
whereas at the fame time one of 
the King’s bafe'fons of the fame 

age had a Court formed him , 
was declared Gencralfsimo of 
Portugal, Prince of the Sta, and 
Grand prior of CaJUle lot the 
Order of UHatu , and named 
Don lohn de ^yiuftria, and had 
the Marquefs of CAjla^icda given 
him for hisGovernour; where- 
at the people murmured greatly: 
pot this Don lohn was begotten 
upon a Woman of bafe Exrra- 
ftion, called U Chalderona, a Co. 
median , not handfome» but of 
extraordinary pleafantnefte; who 
is fince made a Nunne. The 
Youth being of excellent parts, 
and like to make a gallant Man, 
was much affected by the King* 

though 
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though he be quite of another 
" complexion. 

At length the King being fol- 

• licitdd by the Queen , formed a 
Lift of the Servants that were to 
ierve the Prince in his Court now 
to be ere&ed, becaufe He was 
of the A \geof Fourteen yeares $ 
giving notice to the Duke that 
provifion might be made of ail 
things necefiary for a Court, 

The Duke took the Lift and 
changed a great number in the 
fame, which difpleafed the King 
extreanaly, having been before, 
for other reafons,iufficiently mo¬ 
ved. 

After, the King fpake of the 
Princes Lodgings, defiring to 
' know the Duke s Opinion; who 
anfwered, That his Highneffe

Ill 
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Lodgings of the Infanta Cardi 
nal deceafed : Bat why > my 
Lord (replyed the King ; mil 
not He be better in thofe Lodg- 
ings you are in at prejent , Tvh 'tch 
are the very Lodgings that 
my Father and I had being 
Princes ? The Duke was with 
this ftruck durnbe , perceiving 
well that his difgrace drew near: 
For that very evening his Ma- - 
jefty wrote him a Billet with his 
own Hand , whereby he forbad 
him to meddle any more in the 
Government ; the Duke read 
this Billet without any difturb- 
ance, refolving not todifcharge 
his minde, but to his wife only, 
to whom he fent the Note by a 
Poll to Loeches. 

Next day (he came weeping 
to her Husband ; and after two 

houres 
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houres difcourfe went to fpeak 
^ with the King, who foon di£ 
patcht her. The fame day fhe 
caft her felf with Tears at the 
Queen's feet, befeeching her to 
interceede for them; The Queen 
alfo gave her a ftiort anfwer > 
What God, the people , and evil 
faccejfes have done t the King nor 
I can undoe. This bufineffe was 
not known to any but Bon LOtis 
de Haro , of whom the King 
made ufe to talk with the Duke 
about fome fecret affaires. This 
Bon Lems deHaro, is Nephew to 
the Duke, but fo hated by him , 
that lately his mother dying, 
who was filler to the Duke, he 
would not once fend to vifit 
him; notwithftanding BonLeTois 
carried himfelf fo Nobly, that 
calling himfelf atthe/Qngs feet, 
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hebefecchedhim that in regard v 
the Duke’s removeal was irrevo¬ 
cable, itwouldpleafehisMaje- 
fty that it fhould be done with as 
little diminution of his Honour, 
as the Iuftice of hisMajefty could 
permit. The King hereupon 
granted that the Duke fhould 
continue three dayes in his Pa¬ 
lace $ that he fhould affift at the 
Councels and aflemblies, and - 
give Audience for his particular 
affairs. 

The fame day the King fent 
to demand the Key wherewith 
he entred the King’s Lodgings 
at his pleafure; but he fent to 
demand Audience of the King, 
which He granted him in publick 
before thcPatriarch , and divers 
Gentlemen of his Bedchamber; 
where he fpake more then a 

quarter

quarter of an hour (But the King 
feemed to be -carelefs of what 
the Duke faid ) and having 
made an end, went immediately 
into a lunta , where he (hewed 
himfelfas rigorousas ever; and 
handled fo roughly two of the 
Secretaries, that they faid after¬ 
wards one to another, What the 
Devil aileth the Count \ He hath 
handled us like Scullions. Finally 
that evening being St. Anthonies 
day,thedifgraccof the Duke be*> 
gan to be noifed in the Palace : 
And the next morning being 
Sunday, the joy was fo univerfal, 
that had it not been a little curb¬ 
ed by the fear that men had, that 
the Duke by his craft would re¬ 
gain the King’s favour, there 
would have been publick Bon¬ 
fires 5 however all that day 

the 
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the Truiterers and Baker, threw 
theirWaresto thofe that would v 
have them, without taking any 
money, to teftifie their excefie - 
Of joy and contentment. 

(Monday the King , Queen 
Princ t,Infanta, and Dutchefs of 
Mantua, palling all in one 
Coach towards the Carmelites 3 
a great multitude of people fol¬ 
lowed, crying. God five the King- „ 
fir what he hath done ; let the 
King live, and the ill government 
die. There arrived alio an infinite • 
number of people to participate 
of the common joy which was 
taken for the difgrace of the 
Duke. 

Tuefday the Dutchefs with ex¬ 
traordinary fubmififivcnefs , at¬ 
tempted again to make an ac¬ 
commodation , but all in vain*, 

whereat 
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whereat the Duke was fo en¬ 
raged againftthe Queen, whom^ 
he looked upon as the foie caule 
j of his disfavour, that as foon as 
the King was departed to go to 
the Efcurial , he carried himfelf 
in the Counfels and Iunta’s in 
fuch a manner, that he made the 
world believe he was yet to ftayj 
which not only cooled the ge¬ 
neral joy,but amazed the Queen 
fo greatly , that that night fhe 
wrote a moft prefling Letter to 
the King concerning him. 

7 hurfday evening, the King 
returning towards Madrid, asked 
whether the Duke was retired, 
it was anfwered, No. The King 
in a. chafe turning to Von Lewis 
de Haro , faying, What doth the. 
man/layfor to be thrttft out\ here¬ 
upon the Duke feeing no more 

hopes 
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hopes left, prepared himfelf to be 
gone. 

Friday about one of the clock 
afemoon,he departed not with¬ 
out much artifice ; For as the 
Coaches with fix Horfes waited 
at the great gate of the Palace, he 
went forth by the back gate be¬ 
hind the kitchin, and put him¬ 
felf into an ill favoured Coach 
drawn with four Mules, where v 
having drawn the Curtains , and 
placed himfelf between two Ie- 
fuits, as if he had been going 
to execution, he took his way 
by the ftreetof i^itocha , at the 
fame time that his Family in his 
velvet Coaches paffed the ordi¬ 
naryway, where they were met 
with a company of Boyes, that 
thinking the Duke was there, 
difcharged afhowreof (tones at 
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the Coachesj but being fhewn 
that the Duke was not there, 
they ceafed; fo that the Duke by 
this fubtilty arrived fafe at Lot - 
cbes, a place whereof he had the 
Royalty. 

Now the confequences of 
this dilgrace of Olivarez, are ma¬ 
ny , and thofe very remarkable. 
In the firft place, the King reco¬ 
vered the credit and reputation 
which he had utterly loft. 

The next confequence was 
the advancements of divers No¬ 
blemen to their dignities, and 
the pulling down of the Favour¬ 
ites of the faid Duke. 

The third effett, and perhaps 
that which Olivarez refented 
moft of all,is the miferable con¬ 
dition of his Baftard fon, abufi- 
ne(s of that ftrange and extraor-

Strumpet; neverthelefc Novemb* 
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her 1 641. to the .aftonifhment 
of all men, Olivarez owned him 
for his fon, and declared him fo 
by a publick aft by the good will 
and pleafure of his Majefty , 
wherein he names him, Don 
Henry Philippe de Guzman , heir 
apparent of the Count de Oliva- 
r«s,and.ofthe Dutchy of Saint 
Lucarfo foon as it ftiallpleafe his 
Majefty in acknowledgement of 
his fervices, to make him a Gran- 
dee of Spain', becaufe the Title 
of Duke in Cafile isnotgivenbut 
to thofe that may ftand covered 
in the King’s prefence. 

Olivarez advertized all Am- 
balfadoursand Grandees hereof; 
to the great.difpleafure of all his 
Family and kindred , then re- 
folves to marry him with one of; 
the principal Ladies of Spain 
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To which end he caft his eye up- ‘ 
on the firft Lady of the Court, 
Donna. luma de Val<fco> daugh¬ 
ter to the Gonftable of CaHtle , 
who for Noblenefs of bloud is 
rot to be equalled by any the 
SubjedsofthatKingdome. For 
he fhewsin the Armes of his Pre- 
decefiors, five Royal Quarters. 
To Accomplilh this match, it, 
was neceflary to annul the for¬ 
mer marriage by an orderfroin 
Rome-, which, notwithftanding 
tLeProteftsof the woman, was 
Tolemnly broken. In purfuance 
whereof olivanz treated for a 
match with the faid Lady, and in 
fpite ofher Father and kindred, 
obtained her- for his Baftard. 
And here one might obfervethe 
bafe fpirits of Flatterers, for all 
the Grandees,all the Nobility of 

the 
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the Court, all Officers of State, 
went to give Don Henry joy of 
his Marriage , treating him by 
the Title of Excellency , and 
giving him refped fitter for a 
King then a fubjed. I n the mean 
time he became fo ridiculous a 
perfonage in his ^carriage, that 
not being accuftomed to fuch 
Ceremonies > he fell into great 
abfurdities ; which made fome 
Italians fay, that Aw Henry atfed 
a CloTon in the habit of a King. 

A Palace was provided for Don 
Henry , and he received the ha¬ 
bit of Alcantara , with a Com- 
manderie of ten thoufand 
Grownes , and Was declared • 
Gentleman of the King's bed- 
chamber, with promife to have 
the Chargeof Prefident of the 
Indies , and all to make way to be 

Gover* 
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Governour to the Prince? fo?' 
which purpofe the Prince wa? 
kept under the government of 
the Dutchefle of Olivarez., and 
no Court formed longer then 
the ordinary and accuftomed 
time. Now the hatred was fo 

general, and io great againft Don 
Henry, who could not forbear his 
bafe carriage and behaviour, that 
the people fang publickly, 

Harry, a CMan of m>o Names 
and, tlfo Wives ; a Son of n»o Fa- 
thers and ih>.o ^Mothers. The 
Devil take himthatolons thee. 

Upon the fall of the Count 
Olivarez, Don Henry immediate.- 
lyloft the Titleof Excellency, his 
great train * and the King’s fa¬ 
vour; and from a great Idol be¬ 
came a Man of Clouts; fcorned 
by all men.
